Our own effort* to care for otir sol- 
fliers after the war can best bo ful­ 
filled if we k eep up with what others 
are doing. 
The British empire as a 
whole is tak ing long steps toward pro­ 
viding for the soldiers after the war 
In a way to increase the supply of 
food. 
In England, Wales and Scotland 
some land has already been bought for 
the purpose by the board of agricul­ 
ture and fisheries. 
Canada has set 
aside lund and arranged to lend $2.000 
to each applicant, as a 5 per cent first 
mortgage, running 15 years, Norman 
Hnpgood writes in Leslie’s. Ap)41cants 
must have had previous farm experi­ 
ence. though intending fanners can go 
to demonstration farms and be paid 
current wages while they obtain the 
required experience. 
lit New Zealand

dered if possible for the soldiers to 
eat an that they might fight.” 
And Mr. Hoover is one of those who 
realize that the

w ar should not he separated from the 
food question after tin aaar.

through albums for this needed ma­ 
terial. 
Scout troops, having well established 
system s for covering their territory 
and practical experience gained in Lib­ 
erty loan, W ar Savings stam p and oili­ 
er campaigns, can mak e a house-to- 
house visitation and collect the pic­ 
tures wanted by our government more 
quick ly and thoroughly than any oilier 
organization.
